The first section of the 
terms were presented to the Austrian 
4el$gates at St. Germain on June 2;

them at the same place Sunday with­ 
out ceremony by M. Dutasta, secre­ 
tary general of the Peace Conference. 
The 
terms comprise 
the 
whole 
treaty which Austria is asked to sign 
including the reparation, 
financial, 
military 
and 
certain 
other 
minor 
clauses; which were 
not ready 
for 
presentation when the official cere­ 
mony took place. 
In an accompanying memorandum 
the Austrians are granted 15 days 
in which to make their final observa­ 
tions, although they have already sub­ 
mitted a large number of notes on 
tee terms 
previously submitted 
to 
them. 
Army Reduced to 30.000 
In addition to the published sum­ 
mary of the terms of June 2, the new 
clauses provide 
for reparation 
ar­ 
rangements very similar to those in 
the treaty with Germany, 
including 
tee 
establishment of 
an Austrian 
sab-eectton of the reparations com- 
misekm, the payment of a reasonable 
sum in cash, the issuing of bonds and 
the delivery of live stock and certain 
historical and art documents. 
The financial terms 
provide that 
the Austrian 
prewar debt 
shall be 
apportioned among the various for­ 
mer parts of Austria and that 
the 
Austrian coinage and war bonds cir­ 
culating in the separated

pointed agreeing to at least 20 con­ 
secutive

of

Noncommissioned officers 
and pri­ 
vates must enlist for not less than 12 
consecutive years, including at least 
six years with the colors. 
Within three months the armament 
of the Austrian Army

duced according to detailed schedules,

Promise Punishment for Those

Washington. July 21—While 
the 
State and Navy Departments Sunday 
awaited further information in regard 
to the attack and robbery of a boat­ 
load of American sailors from the U . 
S. S. Cheyenne in the Temesi River, 
near Tampico, Mexico, 
July 6, the 
Mexican government through its em­ 
bassy here informed

partment that it would "omit no effort 
in the prosecution and punishment of 
those responsible” for the murder of

zen, and the attack on his wife in the 
Tampico district late last month.

H arrisburg organising sentiment for 
Itiie reform measures.

In a public review of the legisla­ 


tion, Clinton Rogers Woodruff, for 
25 years secretary of the National 
Municip&l League, declares the new 
charter is a long step forward in city 
administration. 
Instead of a double body of 14S 
men, elected from easily controlled 
pocket boroughs, the new council has 
21 members, each of whom is to re­ 
ceive a salary of $5,000 a year. New 
registration laws prevent padding of 
voting lilts. 
December 15th, each year, the 
mayor must 
present a 
financial 
budget for the ensuing year, within 
which the council must keep the 
financial program. 
Dual office Holding is abolished and 
police and firemen are placed under 
civil service.

Conewago township met recently at 
Sand Hill and fixed the teachers’ sala­ 
ries under the new law for the 1919- 
20 term. Two of the teachers holding 
provisional certificate’s will receive $70 
a month;

or permanent 
certificates 
will receive $87 a month and J. Francis 
Yake, supervisor of the schools of the 
township and teacher of the

Hill school, will receive $112 a month.

The Court of Appeals, m its opinion, 
after reciting the history’ of the crime, 
ami the unusual 
circumstances that 
attended the trial, states the cause pre­ 
sented a vital queition in the adminis­ 
tration of justice.

Shall a little senator, or 
a petty member of congress, or h little 
member of the house of commons, or 
a little member of the French legisla­ 
tive assembly, here and there, speak­ 
ing the language of cynicism, or pes­ 
simism, or hypocrisy, or simply par­ 
tisan hate, prevent It all by saying 
that It Is ‘‘Impracticable” or “Impos­ 
sible" when be has never studied the 
question far enough to know whether 
It la or It la not Impracticable or Impos­ 
sible? Is there anything impossible to 
man, provided be bas behind him the 
nill to freedom and casts out of his 
heart the will to power? I think not. 
I think moreover that the little eonl, 
self-centered, environment—encircled, 
or party-encompassed—which today la 
attempting to weaken the Influence of 
the president of the United States 
while he Is lu Europe, trying as heat 
he can to make out of this aspiration 
“devoutly to he wished” a “consumma­ 
tion," will live to regret his acts and 
his utterance, and when his memory 
brings up to blin a few years from now 
his present course, he will pray to Qed 
to he "delivered from this body of 
death," or whst Is worse, the memory 
of this body of death. 
The prophets 
and the seers and the poets of the 
world have not been fools. 
The sc­ 
u lled practical men. who are fool* aa 
a rule, have only deemed them to he 
so, because their own souls were not 
broad enough to comprehend. 
Tennyson refers to the fact that fre­ 
quently "knowledge comes and wisdom 
lingers." 
Knowledge cornea to the so- 
called practical man in his opinion, 
and sometimes In reality; wisdom not 
only lingers with him. but never comes 
at all. It Is only to seers.(and seer* are 
merely 
see-ers with one “e" elid­ 
ed) and poets and prophets and Ideal­ 
ists that wisdom come*. 
I firmly be­ 
lieve that wisdom has Anally conn ta 
its international guise to those of aa 
who Insist that this treaty of pears 
ishnlI not he confined to questions of 
boundaries. Indemnities, compensations 
and penalties, as Important as all these 
are and as Important as It la that they 
should he taken care of; but shall go 
further and Include, aa far as human 
wisdom and human Ingenuity and hu­ 
man love can Include them, provolone 
to keep the peace which w'e have con­ 
quered, and to prevent the recurrence 
of struggles such as that through 
which we have Just passed—struggles 
not only savage and bnrbamualy In­ 
sane, hut, worse yet, scientific. If th# 
"science” of the world, which Is a 
word In Its original meaning signify­ 
ing merely "knowledge." Is to have as 
Its chief aim among men the destruc­ 
tion of one another, then Indeed It 
Is true that “knowledge comes hut wis­ 
dom lingers.” 
America's Task Not Ended. 
There are people who think that 
armistice means peace. 
There are 
people who think that peace, no mat­ 
ter how determined, Is sufficient. They 
are both mistaken. There are throe 
or four million men In Gormany yet 
that can he mobilized In forty-eight 
hours—not ss well trined and muni­ 
tioned as they were, hut still danger­ 
ous. 
There are anarchistic force* 
there and elsewhere threatening the 
destruction of tho civilisation of tho 
world. America** task Is not over; her 
world task still confront* her. 
Her 
national task even Is not through w ith; 
money must he given freely, not only 
to the world task but lo the national 
task. 
Not only cash hut the credit 
of the American people must he ei- 
tended; no man who loves the repub­ 
lic or who love* humanity can regard 
his sa c rific e s at an end now. 
Even lf 
we consider nothing but ourselves, our 
boys must he brought home, and peace 
condltiona must he reconstructed, and 
countless thing* accompanied by great 
expense m ast he done In order that 
we may “take up the plow where we 
left It In the furrow' and go on to the 
end of the furrow." 
Even from the 
narrowest standpoint It Is perhaps 
more important now- than It was six 
months ago for every man and woman 
and child to sacrifice everything that 
can be reasonably sacrificed in order 
that after the war the crippled may 
be taken care of, the fatherless and 
widowed may he solaced, war condi­ 
tions may be turned into pence con­ 
ditions, the wage* of labor may be ap­ 
proximately maintained, and the prof­ 
its of capital not too suddenly reduced 
aud. peace channels found for restless 
ha rake energies.
